CITIZENS MAKE CHARGES 


GETTYSBURG COP RESIGNS 


A group of Gettysburg citizens ap- 


peared before town council and pre- 
sented a series of serious charges 
against Officer Charles A. Fox, only 
police officer employe'd by that town. 
Members of the Council freely substan- 
tiated the testimony and the officer's 
resignation was demanded immediate- 
ly. Officer Fox handed his resigna- 
tion Thursday to Burgess Eicholtz. 
Charges of drunkenness while on du- 
ty and other misdemeanors were pre- 
sented by the citizens, who sa.id they 
could present considerable additional 
proof. John D. Keith, Esq., spokes- 
man for the citizens said, "Fox is a 
menace to the good morality of the 
community." The officer's connection 
with the fatal automobile 'accident last 
winter at Caledonia in which liquor 
played a prominent part, was mention- 
ed. "Many people in Gettysburg are 
satisfied," Mr. Kefth declared, "that 
Fox is c6nnected with the illicit sale 
of liquor here. The women of the 
town feel that he is unfit for the posi- 
tion he is holding. On Farmers' Day, 
with thousands of people bare, there 
was not an intoxicated man, except 
Officer Fox. The sentiment of the 
town is against continuing Fox on the 
police force. Many feel we would be 
better off witahout any policeman." 


Mr. Fox Friday denied the charges 


brought against him. "I resigned my 
position." said Mr. Fox, "not because 
I was afraid to defend myself in the 
face of the charges made by certain 
citizens, but because I was tired of 
the constant nagging from many sour- 
ces and no co-operation on the part 
of the Burgess and the Council. The 
movement to oust me from my posi- 
tion was the result of a grudge held 
against me by certain citizens. I was 
not under th'er influence of liquor on 


any other day while 
sorry now I resign- 


I wish I had gone before the 


Council and demanded a hearing. I 
had more work than I could do Farm- 
ers' Day and I may have acted hasti- 
ly."

Severn 1 years ago a number of men 


took up profitless mineral claims on 
Mullet island, a tiny volcanic forma- 
tion protruding above the saline wa- 
ters of the Salton sea 
of southern 


California. 
Gold and pumice were the 


minerals they were seeking, and little 
did they think that the waters which 
lapped against their rocky shores hid 
from their view a mineral deposit of 
another variety and practically incal- 
culable value. 


A short time ago the Salton sea de- 


veloped another of Its characteristic 
temperamental 
streaks. Its 
surface 


level dropped 4% feet, leaving Mul- 
let island surrounded by hundreds of 
acres of soft, slimy mud. 
Presently 


the attention of the prospectors was 
attracted to the mud-flats by a strong 
odor of sulphurous 
gas 
and 
noises 


which sounded like the fierce boiling 
of thousands of teakettles of colossal 
proportions. 


They investigated by providing them- 


selves' with long wooden shoes resem- 
bling a hybrid ski and snowshoe, and 
with which they were able to walk 
about over the slimy mud without be- 
coming bogged.

of each pool 
The pigment Is first dug 


out into boxes trundled onto the Island 
In wheelbarrows, and later sacked for 
shipment to the paint factories. 
It 


comes from the pools practically pure, 
and requires little or no refining. 


A crop of low-grade salt is a profit- 


able by-product of the newly developed 
pigment industry.

The breaking and training of colts Is 


t't prime Importance, because their fu- 
ture value and usefulness depend to a 
great' extent on whether or not they 
are well broken. By a broken colt is 
meant one that is safe to handle in the 
stable or on the road nnd that will 
promptly obey the orders of the driver 
3r rider. 


Memory and habit are the two main 


factors with which we have to deal in 
training horses. A horse acts through 
Instinct and habit, and one of its great- 
est characteristics is uniformity of 
conduct. What a horse is once trained 
to do he will nearly always do under 
like conditions. 


Education of Horse. 


The first thing in training a horse Is 


to get his attention 
The second is to 


make him understand what is wanted. 
The education of the horse is based 
on reward and punishment. The re- 
ward, a pat on the neck, etc., should- 
immediately follow the act of obedi- 
ence. The punishment, to be effective, 
must immediately follow the act of 
disobedience. 


Few horses are Inherently vicious. 


Many horses are made vicious and un- 
•eliable by the carelessness or unnec- 
sssary brutality of their trainers. If 
a horse kicks because the harness 
hurts him, or shies at something of 
which he is afraid, punishment is not 
justifiable. 
If, however, after being 


stopped, a horse starts before receiv- 
ing the command to do so, he should 
be punished. 
Horses are naturally 


obedient, and when thoroughly trained 
their conduct is uniformly good. 


Best Training of Horse. 


A horse should be trained so that he 


thinks there is no limit to his power to 
do the things required of him, and be- 
lieves that he has no power to do that 
which is against the wishes of his 
drive-

It gives briefly the life his- 
tories of the Hessian fly, army worm, 
cutworms, grasshoppers, white grubs, 
billbugs, corn-root aphis and wire- 
worms, with authoritative data de- 
scribing the characteristics of each 
pest and the best practical remedies 
for control. The bureau advises the 
grain farmer to plow In the fall, if pos- 
sible; to keep a supply of Insecticides 
and a spraying outfit on hand; to 
watch the crops carefully for an out- 
break, and to report all outbreaks to 
the county farm adviser, or direct to 
the bureau of entomology, United 
States department of agriculture.

STORES OF MINERAL DEPOSITS 


Vast Quantities of Paint Pigments, 
Exceedingly Valuable, Discov­ 
ered in Salton Sea. 


Several years ago a number of men 
took up profitless* mineral claims on 
Mullet island, a tiny volcanic forma­ 
tion protruding above the saline wa­ 
ters of the Salton sea of southern 
California. Gold and pumice were the 
minerals they were seeking, and little 
did they think that the waters which 
lapped against their rocky shores hid 
from their view a mineral deposit of 
another variety and practically, Incal­ 
culable value. 


A short time ago the Salton sea de­ 
veloped another of Its characteristic 
temperamental 
streaks. 
Its 
surface 
level dropped 4% feet, leaving Mul­ 
let Island surrounded by hundreds of 
acres of soft, slimy mud. 
Presently 
the attention of the prospectors was 
attracted to the mud-flats by a strong 
odor of sulphurous 
gas dnd 
noises 
which sounded like the fierce boiling 
of thousands of teakettles of colossal 
proportions. 


They investigated by providing theip- 
selves with long wooden shoes resem­ 
bling a hybrid ski and snowshoe, and 
with which they were able to walk 
about over the slimy mud without be­ 
coming bogged. 
At no great distance 
from the shore they found, uncovered 
by receding waters of the sea, number­ 
less boiling hot springs, tiny geysers, 
and mud volcanoes. From these, John 
Edwin Hogg writes In Popular Me­ 
chanics Magazine, flowed various-col­ 
ored waters, some bright red, others 
green, blue and yellow, with all the. 
Intermediate shades of the rainbow. 
Great accumulations of material were 
soon built up around 
each 
of 
the 
springs, and samples were soon In the 
%hands of a chemist. 
Analysis 
dis­ 
closed It to be mineral paint pigments; 
ocher, carmine, ultramarine, and all 
the other colors essential in the manu- 
faoturlng of paints. 


The prospectors Immediately began 
the construction of Impounding reser­ 
voirs to segregate the waters from the 
springs of individual colors. The boil­ 
ing water 
is 
drained 
very 
slowly 
through these impounding beds, and 
the cooling causes the paint pigment 
to be precipitated to the bottom of the 
pools. 


After several days of aeration, the 
water from each’spring Is diverted in­ 
to another pqol. 
Then, after drying 
In the sun for a few hours,, hundreds 
of pounds of pigments are spaded out 
of each pool. The pigment Is first dug 
out into boxes, trundled onto the Island 
In wheelbarrows, and later sacked for 
shipment to the paint factories. 
It 
comes from the pools practically pure, 
and requires little or no refining. 


A crop of low-grade salt is a profit­ 
able by-product of the newly developed 
pigment industry. 
\

cf prime Importance, because their fu­ 
ture value aud usefulness depend to a 
great* extent on whether or not they 
are well broken. 
By a broken colt is 
meant one that is safe to handle In the 
ytable or on the road and that will 
promptly obey the orders of the driver 
or rider. 


Memory and habit are the two main 
factors with which we have to deal in 
training horses. A horse acts through 
v| instinct and hafcit, and one of Its great­ 
est characteristics is uniformity of 
conduct. What a horse is once trained 
to do he will nearly always do under 
like conditions. 


Education of Horse. 


The first thing in training a horse is 
to get his attention. The second Is to 
make him understand what Is wanted, 
The education of the horse Is based 
on reward and punishment. 
The re­ 
ward, a pat on the neck, etc., should* 
immediately follow the act of obedi­ 
ence. The punishguent, to be effective, 
must immediately follow the act of 
disobedience. 


Few horses are inherently vicious. 
Many horses are made vicious and un­ 
reliable by the carelessness or unnec­ 
essary brutality of their trainers. 
If 
a horse kicks because the harness 
hurts him, or shies at something of 
which he is afraid, punishment is not 
Justifiable. 
If, however, after being 
stopped, a horse starts before receiv­ 
ing the command to do so, he should 
be punished. 
Horses vare naturally 
obedient, and when thoroughly trained 
their conduct Is uniformly good. 


Beet Training of Horse. 


A horse should be trained so that he 
thinks there is no limit to his power t6 
do the things required of him, and be­ 
lieves that he has no power to do that 
which is against the wishes of his 
driver.

The Hessian My, so de­ 
structive to wheat, is one of the in­ 
sects that can hardly be eradicated 
once It is established in thé crop. Fall 
plowing Is recommended because it 
breaks. up the soil and destroys the 
grubs and pupae of many Insects by 
exposing them to the sun and air. 


Farmers* Bulletin 835, prepared by 
the bureau of entomology, tells how 
to control the most common and dan­ 
gerous of the grain farmer’s insect 
enemies. 
It gives briefly the life his­ 
tories of the Hessian fly, arniy worm, 
cutworms, grasshoppers, white grubs, 
billbugs, corn-root aphis and tyire- 
worras, with authoritative data de­ 
scribing the characteristics of each 
pest and the best practical remedies 
for control. 
The bureau^ advises the 
grain farmer to plow in the fall, If pos­ 
sible; to keep a supply of insecticides 
and a spraying outfit on 
hand ; to 
watch the crops carefully for an out­ 
break, and to report all outbreaks to 
the county farm adviser, or direct to 
the 
bureau 
of entomology, 
United 
States department of agriculture.

If you are train­ 
ing a horse and lose your temper, you 
had better put the horse Into the sta­ 
ble until the next day, for further 
work at this time will be worse than 
useless and may undo the work al­ 
ready done. ♦

O OTHER man has stepped so

place four years afterward. 


At forty-five Cleveland remained un- 


known outside his county. At forty- 
seven he was In the White House. 


It was a meteoric rise. Yet this man 


was no meteor. Slow of mind, with a 
narrow range of reading and of intel- 
lectual Interests, Cleveland was stolid 
In manner and without brilliant qual- 
ities. But he had a character us rug- 
ged and immovable as a mountain. It

family? I have determined to remain 
In your service after you uiarryf Miss 
Sidney, and to take care At 'you and 
her and Mrs. Sidney. I conldrTt leave. 
The roots are too deep. I could be 
cut down but not dug up. 
I'm too 


old. 
So as a real creature In a* real 


world I consult my real good, now as 
always, and I hope I do not seem to 
you to be acting sentimentally." 


"You seem to me to be wholly crazy," 


I said. "When you speak of Miss Sid- 
ney's marriage to me, you are not only 
Ironic; yoq are cruel. I should think 
that this particular day might make 
you at least considerate." 


"You're the blindest man I ever 


knew," said Jed, "but I'm not dealing 
with what you think but with what 
I know. I told you otfte your engage- 
ment was an unreal thing and that 
I did not consider It at all. Later I 
took that back. Now^l can tell yon 
that It l« a very teal thing, hut It la 
different now with .me.

-I 
regarded him, or my memory of him, 
as

Ofilcer Fox handed his resigna- 
tion Thursday to Burgess Eicholtz, 
Charges of drunkenness while on du- 
ty and other misdemeanors wore pi^- 
sented by the citizens, who said they 
could present considerable additional 
proof. 
John D. Keith, Esq., spokes- 
man for the citizens said. "Fox is a 
menao3 to the good morality of the 
conununity." 
The officer's connection 
with the fatal automobile'accident last 
winter at Caledonia in which liquor 
played a prominent part, was mention- 
ed. 
"Many people in Gettysburg are 
satisfied." Mr. Kefth declared, "tliat 
Fox is c6nnected with the illicit sale 
of liquon here.

STORES OF MINERAL DEPOSITS 


Vast 
Quantities 
of 
Paint 
Pigments, 
Exceedingly 
Valuable, 
Discov- 
ered in Salten Sea. 


Several years ago a number of men 
took up profitless- mineral claims on 
Mullet Island, a tiny volcanic forma- 
tion protruding above the saline wa- 
ters of the Saltón sea 
of 
southern 
California. Gold and pumice were the 
minerals they were seeking, and little 
did they think that the waters which 
lapped against their rocky shores hid 
from their view a mineral deposit of 
another variety and practically incal- 
culable value. 


A short time ago the Saltón sea de- 
veloped another of Its characteristic 
temperamental 
streaks. 
Its 
surface 
level dropped 4% feet, leaving Mul- 
let Island surrounded by hundreds of 
acres of soft, slimy mud. 
Presently 
the attention of the prospectors was 
attracted to the mud-flats by a strong 
odor of sulphurous 
gas 
ánd 
noises 
which soimded like the fierce boiling 
of thousands of teaketijes of colossal 
proportions. 


They Investigated by providing theip- 
selves with long wootlen shoes resem- 
bling a hybrid ski and snowshoe, and 
with whicii they were able to walk 
about over the slimy mud without be- 
coming bogged. 
At no great distance 
from the shore they found, uncovered 
by receding waters of the sea, number- 
less boiling hot springs, tiny geysers, 
and mud volcanoes. 
From these. John 
Edwin Hogg writes In Popular lile- 
chanics Magazine, flowed various-col- 
ored waters, some bright red, others 
green, blue and yellow, with all the. 
Intermediate shades of the rainbow. 
Great accumulations of material were 
soon built up around 
each 
of 
the 
springs, and samples were soon In the 
^hands of a cliemlst. 
Analysis 
dis- 
closed It to be mineral paint pigments; 
ocher, carmine, ultramarine, and all 
the other colors essential in the manu- 
faoturing of paints. 


The prospectors Immediately began 
the construction of Impounding reser- 
voirs to segresrate the waters from the 
springs of individual colors. The boil- 
ing water 
is 
drained 
very 
slowly 
through these impounding beds, and 
the cooling causes the paint pigment 
to be precipitated to the bottom of the 
pools. 


After several days of aeration, the 
water from each'.spring Is diverted In- 
to another pQOl. 
Then, after drying 
in the sun for a few hours., hundreds 
of pounds of pigments are spaded out 
of each pool. The pigment is first dug 
out Into boxes, trundled onto the island 
In wheelbarrow.s, and later sacked for 
shipment to the paint factories. 
It 
comes from the pools practically pure, 
and requires little or no refining, 


A crop of low-grade salt Is a profit- 
able by-product of the newly developed 
pigment Industry,

Gducatlort of Horse Is Based on Re- 
ward and Punishment—Many Ani- 
mals Made Vicious and Unreli- 
able by Carelcosness. 


Fall plowing is the most universally 
effective way of controlling th$ Insect 
pests that annually cause great losseg 
to the grain farmer. It Is much easier 
and cheaper, says the bureau of ento- 
moIog.v, United States department of 


The breaking and training of colts is 
of prime Importance, because their fu- 
ture value and usefulness depend to a 
great extent ou whether or not they 
are well broken. 
By a broken colt Is 
meant one that Is safe to handle in the 
«table or on the road and that will 
promptly obey the orders of tlie driver 
or rider. 


Memory and habit are the two main 
factors with which we have to deal in 
training horses. A liorse acts through 
instinct and hafclt, and one of Its great- 
est characteristics Is uniformity of 
conduct. What a hors'e Is once trained 
to do he will nearly always do under 
like conditions. 


Education of Horse. 


The first thing In training a horse is 
to get his attention. The second Is to 
make him understand what Is wanted. 
Tlie education of the horse Is based 
on reward and punishment. 
The re- 
ward, a pat Olì the neck, etc., should* 
Immediately follow the act of obedi- 
ence. The punlshjnent, to be effective, 
must immediately follow the act of 
disobedience. 


Few horses are Inherently vicious. 
Many horses are made vicious and un- 
reliable by the carelessness or unnec- 
essary brutality of their trainers. 
If 
a horse kicks because the 
harness 
hurts him, or shies at something of 
which he is afraid, punishment is not 
Justifiable, 
If, however, after being 
stopped, a horse starts before receiv- 
ing the command to do so. he should 
be punished. 
Horses ^are naturally 
obedient, and when thoroughly trained 
their conduct Is uniformly good. 
Best Training of Horse, 
A horse should be trained so that he 
thinks there is no limit to his power tò 
do the things required of him, and be- 
lieves that he has no power to do that 
which Is against the wishes of his 
driver. 
Above all, never ask of a

agriculture, to prevent an insect out- 
break In this manner than It Is to 
stamp out the infestation once It Is ful- 
ly developed. 
The Hessian tly, so de- 
structive to Avheat, Is one of the in- 
sects that can hardly be eradicated 
once it is established In thé crop, l^all 
plowing Is recommended because it 
breaks , up the soil and destroys tlie 
grubs and pupae of many insects by 
exposing them to the sun and air. 


Farmers' Bulletin 835, prepared by 
the bureau of entomology, tells how 
to control the most common and dan- 
gerous of the grain farmer's Insect 
enemies. 
It gives briefly the life his- 
tories of the Hessian fiy, arniy worm, 
cutworms, grasshoppers, white grubs, 
blllbugs, corn-root 
aphis and 
Wlre- 
worras, with autliorltative data de- 
scribing the characteristics of each 
pest and the best practical remedies 
for control. 
The bureau^ advises the 
grain farmer to plow In the fall, If pos- 
sible; to keep a supply of Insecticides 
and a spraying outfit on 
hand ; to 
watch the crops carefully for an out- 
break, and to report all outbreaks to 
the county farm adviser, or direct to 
the 
bureau 
of 
entomology, 
United 
States department of agriculture,

horse something he is unable to per- 
form and then punish him because It 
cannot be done. If during the first year 
of his work a colt is hitched only to 
loads that he can pull, he will develop 
Into a good work horse, while If he is 
overloaded a few times he may become 
balky and worthless. 


All horses cannot be treated alike, 
A high-strung, sensitive horse must be 
treated gently, the dullard 
sharply. 
The same force applied to the sensi- 
tive horse that Is necessary to make 
the dullard act would be likely to 
cause the high-strung horse to rebel, 
while gentleness would obtain obedi- 
ence. 


To train horses successfully a man 
needs to exercise great patience, gen- 
tleness and firmness. If you are train- 
ing a horse and lose your temper, you 
had belter put the horse Into the sta- 
ble until the next day, for furtlier 
work at this time will be worse than 
useless and may undo the work al- 
ready done. •

RESTFULNESS IS ITS LURE 


Voices of Stranger« Are Not Lifted

Shakespeare—Many

Stratford-on:Avon. — The 
poet 
of 
Shropshire has glven^his high metrical 
autho^'lty 
to tho statement 
that

quietest places under thè sun are In 
that county; but he refers to places 
only, and obviously Is not thinking of 
towns,

tho sun Is surely Stratford-on-Avon. It 
assimilates its visitors without noise, 
much as Shakespeare himself compre- 
hends th6 heights and depths of human 
life easily as to the manner born.

bereaved family must occupy Jjlmself. 
Mortuary details are Jocose to the pes- 


simist, 
I know no more comic figure 
than an undertaker, no more gigantic 
shaft of Iiuman egotism than a tomb- 
stone. 


Mr. Sidney, wo found, had left brief 
but explicit directions for his l,)urial. 
This, In the case of a man with life 
so-- w6ll conceived. Was strange, but 
his wishes, as wo found them, were 
simple and startling. 
He was to be 
burled by the river, close to the pool 
which had been Invested \yUh the add+ 
ed chailu of a ghost-story. 
His grave 
\Vas to be marked by'^an unostenta- 
tious stone. 
The Inscription was to 
be as ho directed In a note In a si^aled 
enclosure to bo opened at the time 
Mrs. Sidney thought 
appropriate. 


It might be,, he had written, that 
Mrs. Sidney would not want the stone 
erected during her life. 
Her wishes 
wore to be consultoil. When the grave 
was marked, if it ever was, the in- 
scription was to be as he directed, 
Mrs. 
Sidney, 
acquainted 
with 
the 
terms of this extraordinary mortuary 
note, said that it was her wish to have 
the sealed envelope opened immediate- 
ly and Its Instructions carried put. 


Christmas night had set In, and the 
place was a fairyland of glistening 
white. 
/Far-off-church-bells 
soundeil 
faligly across the snow. 
In the In- 
creasing cold, following the abatement 
of the storm, timbers In the old how^o 
creaked and snapped, and when o^ie of 
the people of the house, on an outdoor 
chore, passed within earsjiot, the sound 
of footsteps was audible and the crisp 
crunching which, even as does a high 
Avind, emphasizes the comfort of a 
sectU'e and warm shelter.

However, that's unimportant, 


"You may not know It, but I was 
very fond of Mr. Sidney. 
He was the 
best friend I ever had or ever shall 
have, 


"Now, I have guarded against act- 
ing Impulsively pr sentimentally. 
I 
know I am In an acutely emotional 
condition, 
I have guarded 
against 
that. 
I am'sllll considering the world 
as a real world and myself as a real 
creature in it. 
And here's the way 
I figure, It, 
Mr, Sidney's death has 
taught mo that materialism 
Is not 
enough. 
It. is liecessary, but thei'e* Ift 
something else. 
I've got to find an, 
other Bometliing else. 
That's inore 
Important than any monej^ or comforts 
—physical—that I can find. 


"Where is this something else to bo 
found again, if not right here In this 
family? I haye determined to remain 
in your service after yo\i nmrrii?;iMlss 
Sidney, and to take care At you and 
her and Mrs. Sidney. I couldn't leave, 
Tho roots are too deep. 
I could be 
cut down but not dug up. 
I'm too 
old. 
So as a real creature In if real 
world I consult my repl good, now as 
always, and I hope I do pot seem to 
you to bo acting sentimentally." 


"You seem to me to be wholly crazy," 
I bald. "When you speak of Miss Sid- 
ney's marriage 10 me, you are not only 
Ironic; yoij are cruel, 
I should think 
thot this particular day might make 
you at least considerate," 


"You're the blindest man I ever 
knew," said Jed, "but I'm not dealing 
with what you tlilnk but with what 
I know. I iold you oiice your enjjage- 
mcnt was on unreal thing and that 
I did not consider It at all. 
Later 1 
took that back, 
NoWvI can tell you 
that It Is a very real thing, but It Is 
different pow with me. 1 have- suffered 


a shock. Sotnethlng's the matter with 
my world. 
It Is not sb bold or cohfi- 
dent. 


"What I'm goHlun at Is this,"

Sidney, 
She thinks, as I think, that 
you should i^ad it.

I also know 
that if one of your scruples inter* 
'vened, you'd let your Itch go unscratch- 
ed. 
But thia Is what I came In for. 
and here's the manuscript. 


"You understand that in giving It 
to you I surrender uncondltiomilly. I 
know It, but I want friends. The only 
one 1 had is dead; I must make other 
ones." 


The extraordinary follow shook my 
hand,' left the manuscript In my lap 
and went out, a more pathetic figure 
of sorrow than I ever expected 
to 
see in Jed. 


I wont at once to Mrs, Sidney. 
Jed, 
I said, had left tho diary with me. 


"I Think You Should Read It, John,"

I shall pot pretend to give more 
than an Idea of th« manuscript I read 
there by' the fire that night.
